Civil Service 
-Representative Cain opened the 
hearing onthe Civil Service pro- 
, and introduced Atty 
‘Courtney who appeared 
m Employee Associa~ 


Courtney explained the scope o 
the proposed act to the committee, 
He directed the attention of the # 
committee to the fact that the bill 
was broadly written, 8 to in= 
clude all town empk ae 
partment heads, with 7 few named 


fe 
exe sueh as the Towm.Ma- 
tager eg ae 
In reviewing ‘Background to 


the civil service proposal, Court~ 
ney stated that last year the Board 
of Selectmen and Finance Commit- 
tee had objected to a civil service 
proposal which did not include ali 
town employees. 

Attorney Courtney stated that 
the sweeping language of the b il) 
was intended to provide a basis 
for discussion between the Town 
Employees .as5 a group, and the 
Selectmen. He noted that no dis- 
cussions had taken place, and in- 
dicated that the Town Employees 
Association would agree to a re~ 
vised version which would speci- 
fically name the postions and job 
groups to be included under Civil 
Service, 

Courtney offered to assist the 
legislative committee inpreparing 


the revision which would conform 
to the traditional pattern for clyil 
service legislation. 

Courtney submitted photostatic 
copies of a letter objecting to 
Civil Service which was sent to 
the Wilmington voters last year 


by the Selectmen, Finance Com- 
mittee and ToWn Manager, 

Referring ~sardonically to the 
‘extraordihary’ statements con- 
tained in the letter, he read aloud 
several sections ~~ including one 
paragraph which asserted that Ci- 
vil Service would prevent the Town 
from using public welfare reci- 
pients as town employees. 

Courtney suggested that the 
members of the committee might 
wish to retain the photostats as 
‘a memento of a unique philosophy 
of public service’. 

Thomas McGuinness, Vice Pres 
ident of the Town Employees As- 
sd@lation spoke briefly to affirm 
that the employees of Wilmington 
strongly desired the protectionand 
job security afforded by Civil Ser- 
vice, 

The third person to speak in 
favor was Selectman Lloyd Bender, 
the-@nly Wilmington Selectman to 
attend the hearing. 

Bender told the committee*that 


last year the Board of S men 
‘that ¥ would. develope a pro- 


.ceedure for protecting employees 


against arbitrary firing, and other 
personal abuses, 

Bender stated that this was his 
official motion as a newly elected 
member of the Board. He told 
the committee that there had been 
adequate time for the Selectmen 
and the Town Manager to esta- 
blish personnel policies which 
would grant reasonable protection 
and job security for Town Empioy- 
ees, 

Selectman bender scored the 
indifference with which this pro- 
blem was treated by the Selectmen 
and the Town Manager. 

He noted that little was pro- 
duced in nearly a year, to solve 
the problem,

The sole spokesman in opposi- 
tion to Civil Service was Town 
Counsel Philip B Buzzell, who 
apparently represented the Board 
of Selectmen, 

He told the committee that Civil 
Service was contrary to the Town 
Manager form of government which 
had brought sound business prac- 
‘tlees to the administration of Town 
affairs. 

Mr Buzzell described the legi- 
slation as a ‘bad bill’ and stressed 
the cumbersome and difficult pro- 
ceedures for removing Town em- 
Ployees under Civil Service, He 
stated that any private business 
which tried to operate under Civil 
Service would quickly go into bank- 
ruptey. 

The State Director of Civil Ser- 
vice objected to the bill because 
it did not include the library em- 
ployees or the Northeasern Co- 
op students who assist the Town 
Engineer. 

Mr. Finnegan said that the bill 
should specifically designate the 
positions to be included in Civil 
Service. (Ed. Note: The State 
Library Association and Civil Ser- 
vice are currently engaged in a 
running debate as to whether li- 
brarians should be subject to Civil 
Service, as opposed to he tenure 
system available to school 
teachers.) 


Town Manager Hearing 
Tuesday's hearing, before the 
Committee on Towns, was much 
better attended, There were 14 
Wilmington residents present, and 
an old acquaintance, Attorney 
Charles H McGlue, who took part 
in the 1959 discussions of the Town

The Wilmington hearing started 
at 11:22 am with Representative 
Cain presenting arguments in favor 
of changing the wording ofthe Town 
Charter, 

Mr Cain made it clear that he was 
not the person who had put in the 
second paragraph of the proposed 
legislation, which said that the bill 
should become law, on passage. 
(Later, in talking with Town Coun- 
sel Philip Buzzell, who called the 
bill ‘poorly written’, Chairman 
Quinn of the commmittee said that 
Mr Cain had nothing to do with the 
drafting of the bili~thewords - and 
that this had been done by the Legal 
Department, and that frequently 
things are left out. Ed) 

Cain’s statements was to quote 
from several newspaper's, inwhich 
he showed that the idea of limiting 
the powers of the Town Manager 
had originated with Selectman John 


~ Brooks and Charles Black. He 


Quoted the same thing from official 
records of the Selectmen's meet- 
tings,

Cain was followed by Attorney 
McGlue, of Boston, former State 
Chairman of the Democratic Party 
during the term of office of Gov- 
ernor James Michael Curley, 

Mr McGlue, who has a long his~ 
tory of opposing the Town Manager 
form of government throughout the 
state, told the Committee that in 
towns where the Town Manager 
government prevails rhere is a 
noticeable lack of voter interest, 
11 towns have the plan, he said. 
In Norwood, in the last election, 
there was a voter turnout of 19%.

McGlue thought a better form

Morse wanted to know why the 
Selectmen did~ not fire the Town 
Manager. Elfman said that there 
was always a three to two vote, 
that the Selectmen never agreed, 
and that there was a lot ofbickering 

The Town Manager, he said, can 
fire the Tax Collector the Treas- 
urer, the Collector, He can wipe 
out the whole town hall, with no 
chance to appeal, 

He said that Selectman LaRivee 
was heart broken, when the Prin- 
cipal Assessor was fired, to think 
that the assessor could not get a 
hearing, 

The Selectmen’s only function 
Elfman said, was to hire the Town 
Manager, 


Bob Evans 


Bob Evans introduced himself 
as a chicken farmer, and said that 
the town had been remarkably 
lucky in its town managers, 

He reviewed briefly the work of 
Cushing and Courtney, who, he said 
was a specialist in zoning and pian~ 
ning. Evans thought that Wilming- 
ton had progressed far, int he 
past ten years, 

Referring to the present Town 
Manager, Evans said that he was 
the only Town Manager of Wil- 
mington who ever really studied 
the Town Charter, The Town Ma- 
nager could read it backwards, 
Evans sald. 

No Town Manager had ever a~ 
bused the charter; whtil this year, 
Evans said, The Town Manager 
had fired the Principal Assessor, 
who had been invaluable, and had 
brought three industries to town, 
The assessor had been fired with 
out a hearing, and no one could 
find out why. 

Evans spoke very caustically 
about the present assessments, He 
said they had increased 25 times, 
in some cases, 

He was highly in favor of the 
Town Manager plan, but felt that
